WASHINGTON,' Nov. 30.—An order

•oflicos. The revised rates will

every postolTicc.in the United ?t::tep. The 
new schedule adopts as the minimum 
.rate rate for small call boxes in 'small 
fourth class'postofSces the amount (ten 
cents per quarter) now generally charged. 
From this figure the rates advance ac- 
cording to a carefully graduated scale 
until they reach a charge for small lock 
boxes, at one pbstoffice (New Yorlc city) 
of four dollars a quarter, the amount 
now'charged at that office.

make any general increase in box rents. 
While some rates will be. revised, oth- 
ers will be considerably lowered, the aim 
being to correct the inequalities and at 
the same" time-to.producc an.average ap-' 
proximate to that -of the rates now. in 
force.

brought the vessel around head up to the 
wind and held her there for 48 hours. 
Before the fury of the gale the vessel 
drifted out to sea for 98 miles off Mount 
Desert Rock. In all this time, it was 
impossible to cook food or even to heat 
up any coffee. Kept' up only by excite- 
ment and pluck, Mrs. McGuiro clung to 
her post through-the height of the gale, 
while McGuire nnd his man attended to 
their little stormsail which 
continually 


-broke from its insecure fastenings. -It 
was a man's work 'at the wheel with the 
helm "kicking" strongly to the wild 
plunges of the ship,- but the endurance 
of the rucged north-woman was equal to 
the rest. 


November 13, the gale abated and the 


two men rigged temporary sails before 
Mrs. McGuire could be relieved from her 
post. All hands were exhausted with 
their struggles and exposure, and under 
such scanty canvas as could be set it 
was hard and slow work bringing the 
Gold Hunter into port where she had 
about been given up for lost.

ORGANIZED BY TICFAKOWSKY. 
' The report, proves conclusively that 
tlie massacres ,were organized by Col. 
Tichanowsky, who appears to have been 
apjiointed "chief -of the protective gnrri- 
'sor,." at Sicdlce.for the specific purpose of 
carrying out the plan of slaughter, osten- 
sibly for the suppression of revolution- 
ary agitation in Siedlce. 


Tichanowsky decided to isolate the 


town from the ontaidc world so as to 
unable the military to conduct a search 
of-the houses and stores. Train service 
was suspended and telegraphic communi- 
cation shut oft. The colonel then order- 
•ed.-the arrest of a dozen of tlie leading 
nitizsns, who were to be imprisoned as 
hogtagei und put to death in the event 
Of an attack on any government official.
